REQUEST BY FRANKLIN FUELING SYSTEMS FOR THE ADDITION OF THE 
DEFENDER 804 VENT CAP TO EXECUTIVE ORDERS VR-101, VR-102, VR-104, 
AND VR-105 

On November 5, 2019, the State Water Resources Control Board (State Water Board) 
received an information packet from Franklin Fueling Systems requesting a review of 
the Defender 804 pressure/vent cap for addition to Executive Orders (EOs) Vapor 
Recovery (VR)-101, Phil-Tite Phase I, VR-102 OPW Phase I, VR-104 CNI 
Manufacturing Phase I, and VR-105, Emco Wheaton Retail Phase I, for Enhanced 
Vapor Recovery (EVR) Systems. 

This notice is to inform you that the State Water Board has no determination to make 
regarding the proposed modification to EOs VR-101, Phil-Tite Phase I, VR-102 OPW 
Phase I, VR-104 CNI Manufacturing Phase I, or VR-105, Emco Wheaton Retail Phase I, 
for EVR Systems. 

State Water Board staff have reviewed the submitted materials and concluded that the  
proposed equipment does not affect the EVR determinations previously issued by the 
State Water Board for EOs VR-101, Phil-Tite Phase I, VR-102 OPW Phase I, VR-104 
CNI Manufacturing Phase I, or VR-105, Emco Wheaton Retail Phase I, for EVR 
Systems.  The proposed equipment submitted for review are aboveground components 
that are not part of the UST system as regulated by Health and Safety Code, 
division 20, chapter 6.7, and California Code of Regulations, division 3, chapter 16.
